What are they? 


Humans are primates (a kind of mammal). Other primates 
are apes and monkeys. Homo sapiens are the most common 
primate on Earth; there are more than 5 billion of them. They 
are the only bipedal primates—which means they only have 
two feet, not four. 


How big are they? 

Adult humans vary in height—from about 4'3" to 6'7” for males 
and 3711" to 6'2” for females.
